Your experience notwithstanding, the Hamstick is NOT equivalent to a 6 
foot piece of wire. It is a helically loaded antenna, wound for and 
resonated for each band that it covers. 


My personal experience is that you can have a helically loaded antenna 
MUCH shorter than Karl's rule of thumb. I have used a 40 meter dipole 
that was only 20 feet end to end, about .3 wavelength. I have also used 
a VERY successful 20 meter antenna that was only 3 meters form end to 
end, about .15 wavelength. 


I will agree with Karl if he is speaking of more traditional wire 
antennas, but helically wound antennas are not the same as a wire. Your 
mileage may vary!

During the past week I have been using the shear and brake to build 

cases for rigs. Some were mine and one was not. Don't worry I 

will not be entering the building contest at Pacificon as promised 

the last time I was there. :-) I will be operating the Rock-Mite contest. 


But I have been using the primer and a coat or two of paint on the 

stuff. As I have mentioned in the past I like to cook my paint in the 
oven at 185 degrees F for about two hours. Seems to produce a 

lasting finish. After I get back from Pacificon I am thinking of 
investing the time and energy in running several experiments on 

painting techniques and how well they do. Along with tests of 

several major/minor brands of paints found at your favorite shopping 
places. Stay tuned. I just have to find a physical test that quantifies 
the results for durability and scratch resistance. Help appreciated 

if you are an expert in this area. 


As we all know if you use the kitchen oven for drying paint you do 
get fumes. I open up the house for two hours while this is going on 
and Phyllis is not using the oven for what it is used most for. :-) 


So today while in town for lunch with Phyllis I ran by Target (I like 
the French pronunciation of the word ---- tar-jay) and looked in 

the housewares department. Found several toaster ovens and 

settled on the cheapest. I bought a toastmaster (R) 4-Slice 
Toaster-Oven-Broiler 

for $24.99 and 7.3% AZ sales tax brought the total to $26.81 US. 
There was a Black & Decker for just a few bucks more but it looked 

to have less total volume. 


The toastmaster has the following features: 
1. Dual keyed plug with a short cord for safety reasons. 
2. Volume that I measure with broiling pan in place was 
15 x 25 x 9 cm where the 9cm is the height. So this 
is enough for all the equipment that I have built and plan 
on building. Anything larger goes into the house. :-) 
3. Timer for up to 30 minutes or you can leave it on indefinitely. 
Some of the more expensive toasters have a 2 hour timer. 


The toastmaster has a mechanical timer. 


4. Thermostat from 150 degrees to 450 degrees F and broil. 
Two heating elements ---- one in the bottom and one in the top. 


I forgot to get a cooking thermometer to check out scales, but 


will do that when I get back from Pacificon. I primed and baked 
a scrap piece just a while ago and everything seems to work 
correctly. I set up the oven in the garage so there are no 
fumes within the house. Nice side effect on the plus side. 


It does require a max of 13.5 amps, so don't do this on old 
house wiring if you are a long way from the distribution box. 


It does come with a one year warranty if that is important to you. 
But I wouldn't tell them what you've been using it for. :-) ;-) 


This may be the solution to the powder coating discussion 

on going on the list. I have to make a decision before Wednesday 
when I go to Phoenix before leaving for Oakland and vicinity on 
the Harbor Freight system. I've spent enough money in there 
already. :-) j;-)

items in the toaster department.....

I have heard the Satellit 800, and I have heard other fine receivers, 


but at the moment have neither. But a good friend and dedicated swl has 
a Sony portable and a Satellit 800, so I asked him for some general 
impressions. Here's what he sent to me: 


"T stood my SONY ICF SW77 beside the Satellit 800, both on AC and with 
only 
a whip antenna. It seemed that my Sony was consistently better at 
pulling 
in signals more clearly. However, the back side of the Satellit has a 
much 
more sophisticated setup for connecting with various 
antennas.Additional antennas for the Sony would be more primitive. 

I am led to believe that there are adjustments on the Satellit 
that I may 
have overlooked when I was doing my comparisons. 

The Satellit is 14 lbs and huge. The Sony is 4 lbs and compact. 
The fact 
that the performance is even comparable makes me wonder if Grundig's 
primary objective wasn't image.They kept the weight down too 14 lbs by 
using plastic in their chassis, which doesn't give me a feel of 
sturdiness. 

The sound from the Sony doesn't come close to the sound from the 
Satellit." 


He went on to say that if he had the space for a more or less permanent 
installation, he would go with the Satellit. But he lives in a small 
house, and enjoys moving about with his Sony. He also mentioned that he 
has never found a review of the Satellit comparing it to any other 
receiver, just reporting on its use and saying ‘Good receiver. '

Jack - I don't understand your comment about the magnetic loop antenna: 


"There are one or two exceptions to the as much wire as possible, and as 
high as possible" theory. The first is on height, where if one wants to 
operate NVIS with a horizonatal, the optimim height is 0.2 wavelength. The 
second is with a magnetic loop antenna where both height and length rules 
don't apply." 


Height will effect magnetic loops just like it effects other antennas. In 
short, the loop will have the same advantages with incresing height that a 
dipole or ground plane does. 


The radiation resistance of linear antennas is a function of the length 
squared. The radiation resistance of a loop is a function of the loop area 
squared. So a bigger loop will have a better efficiency than an smaller one, 
all other things being equal. 


The height and size rules apply to loops (magnetic and otherwise) as well as 
linear antennas. Am I missing something? - Dr. Megacycle KK6MC/5

But I have been using the primer and a coat or two of paint on the 

stuff. As I have mentioned in the past I like to cook my paint in the 
oven at 185 degrees F for about two hours. Seems to produce a 

lasting finish. After I get back from Pacificon I am thinking of 
investing the time and energy in running several experiments on 

painting techniques and how well they do. Along with tests of 

several major/minor brands of paints found at your favorite shopping 
places. Stay tuned. I just have to find a physical test that quantifies 
the results for durability and scratch resistance. Help appreciated 

if you are an expert in this area. 


As we all know if you use the kitchen oven for drying paint you do 
get fumes. I open up the house for two hours while this is going on 
and Phyllis is not using the oven for what it is used most for. :-) 


So today while in town for lunch with Phyllis I ran by Target (I like 
the French pronunciation of the word ---- tar-jay) and looked in 

the housewares department. Found several toaster ovens and 

settled on the cheapest. I bought a toastmaster (R) 4-Slice 
Toaster-Oven-Broiler 

for $24.99 and 7.3% AZ sales tax brought the total to $26.81 US. 
There was a Black & Decker for just a few bucks more but it looked 

to have less total volume. 


The toastmaster has the following features: 
1. Dual keyed plug with a short cord for safety reasons. 


2. Volume that I measure with broiling pan in place was 
15 x 25 x 9 cm where the 9cm is the height. So this 
is enough for all the equipment that I have built and plan 
on building. Anything larger goes into the house. :-) 


3. Timer for up to 30 minutes or you can leave it on indefinitely. 
Some of the more expensive toasters have a 2 hour timer. 
The toastmaster has a mechanical timer. 


4. Thermostat from 150 degrees to 450 degrees F and broil. 
Two heating elements ---- one in the bottom and one in the top. 


> I forgot to get a cooking thermometer to check out scales, but 
will do that when I get back from Pacificon. I primed and baked 
a scrap piece just a while ago and everything seems to work 
correctly. I set up the oven in the garage so there are no 
fumes within the house. Nice side effect on the plus side. 


It does require a max of 13.5 amps, so don't do this on old 
house wiring if you are a long way from the distribution box. 


It does come with a one year warranty if that is important to you. 
But I wouldn't tell them what you've been using it for. :-) ;-) 


This may be the solution to the powder coating discussion 

on going on the list. I have to make a decision before Wednesday 
when I go to Phoenix before leaving for Oakland and vicinity on 
the Harbor Freight system. I've spent enough money in there 
already. :-) j;-)

items in the toaster department.....

I just finished the RM-40, construction went well and I've rechecked 
everything many times over, but I'm having a problem and am wondering if its 
the CPU, U3. 


On power up, if I do nothing, I never get a low frequency tone indicating 
its in normal mode. If I touch dot or dash paddle I'm in the speed set mode. 
Speed goes up or down depending on which paddle I use, I then hear a "beep" 
but I'm always in speed set mode. I never hear a morse "s" and it never 
transmits. 


It receives well but the "switch" never shifts the frequency. 
If I ground a paddle at key up, the keyer stops working but it doesn't 
accept a key closure on the other paddle contact. 


Does this sound like a U3 problem, or a user problem?

I personally went and bought some rubber feet for the unit and glued them on 
the chassis. It looks like it was from the factory that way. The ones in the 
back are short, about 1/8" and the ones in the back are taller, about 1/2 ". 
I too would like to find some of what you call a 'bail' for other projects. 
I've always liked the way those swing bails work on the bottom of a lot of 


test equipment. [I don't have a K2 :( ] 


Skycraft usually has them but you have to go there to see the one you want.

I just finished the RM-40, construction went well and I've rechecked 
everything many times over, but I'm having a problem and am wondering if its 
the CPU, U3. 


On power up, if I do nothing, I never get a low frequency tone indicating 
its in normal mode. If I touch dot or dash paddle I'm in the speed set mode. 
Speed goes up or down depending on which paddle I use, I then hear a "beep" 
but I'm always in speed set mode. I never hear a morse "Ss" and it never 
transmits. 


It receives well but the "switch" never shifts the frequency. 
If I ground a paddle at key up, the keyer stops working but it doesn't 
accept a key closure on the other paddle contact.
